The Europoaa papora rocoivoti by 
this mail aro Bin^julurly devoid of 
political inloiest. Tiio llolorm Bill 
" drags ils slow length along" and the 
debates over it lill Lbo Times : bi.t we 
ulroady know, by telogniph, the result 
of the prooeodinga, and bow far the 
Govornmont receded Iroin its origical 
positioa upon the moasuro. In the 
IHmes of April 11, Lord Brongbatn 
oomoB out iu support of bouHOhold 
suffrage and in donunoiution oi bri^ 
bory. His Lordship says: " I trouble 
you with a few lines on the important 
question of household Huffrago. It 
ought to bo granted fairly and frankly 
and not loaded with conditiuns and 
. exoeptiODB wbioh render it auavailing. 
' The only condition that I boo is an 
. abadlately esseutial ono, that the 
' hoase should havo been owned or ocn 
cupiod by tenants or lodgers lor two 
years. I should not much objeot to a 
rating of a certain amount, but 1 
thinic that immaterial, as my roliuQOo 
is upon the two ycarb, for owners, or 
tenants, or lodgcis, but I would punish 
with the treadmill all who receive or 
offer bribes. When the slave trade 
existed itH jirofiLS worosucb that men 
ran lbo risk of capluro and forloiturc; 
but when my Act made it punishable 
by tranb'partalion, no ono choso to 
run the rislc, and the abominablo 
traffic was entirely extirpated. 1 bo. 
liovo the same result would happen 
with bribery." Earl EussoU made a 
most crcditablo speech on the same 
day. The old man has twice the pluck 
of eorao of our more n;odorn politi- 
cians, and he told the Lords bo did 
not believe Canada was indefensible 
It would bo hard of deiouoe, but not 
harder than the dttenco of Portugal 
half a century ago, whon we had to 
fight for a country further off than 
Canada is now, against France and 
Spain, in command.of 400,000 splon- 
did ttoops, under the groaiost General 
in the world :— " But wo, 'too, bad a 
groat GeDeral,:^I^atit . above all, ^wo bad 
spirit and deteiraiibatibn to defend 
Portugal, bcoaas3 she was oar friend 
and ally, ana that defence succeeded. 
There still remains the Treaty, there 
' Blillremains Portugal, and I defy you 
to say that the defeooe of Canada ia a 
bit more difficalt tban'''tbe''defenca of 
Portugal at that time." It may, we 
fancy, be taken as certain that any 
danger of a quarrel between Count 

• vou Bismarck and the Gcrinan Parlia. 
ment'has passed away. 'J'ho only 
Serious poini was compromised. Tbc 
mombors would dol vote the military 
budget for ever, and tho ilinistor 
would not havo it annually. So tho 
arrangomont is to last without revis- 
ion till 30tb Uccombor, 1S71, a ilvo 
years' dictaiorsliip, which, under tho 

•peculiar circurnKtances, is roasonablo. 
The Princes havo still to assent to 
this draft, but with a French war cry 
in ihoir ours ihoy aru very nearly 
powerless. Tho demand for Luxoin- 
bnrg has accolorated Count vou Bis- 
marck's work by months The grand 
jury on April 10, without much de 
liberation, throw out the bills against 
, <5oneral iNolson and Lieutenant JBrand. 
This speedy decision will cause little 
Burpriee, inasmuch as itbo'e^'aity of
